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The shaft of the North Star mine at Grass Valley has 
reached a depth of 5400 feet. 
This is the leading mine in 
Nevada county, and 
has been in steady operatiou since 
pioneer times. 
During the past year it has paid out in 
dividends to its stockholders $250,000. In actual length of the 
main shaft the North Star is entitled to the premium as the 
deepest mine in California, and probably in America. 
But 
in vertical depth below the surface it is by no means entitled 
to first rank. 
The gold bearing viens of Nevada county are 
much flatter than those of Amador county. 
The depth of 
the North Star shaft is measured along the vein, the shaft 
following the ledge. 
So the length of the shaft does not re­ 
present a penetration of anything like that depth below the 
surface. 
The Kennedy mine, with a vertical shaft of 3300 
feet, is considerably deeper than the North Star. 


We give in another column the decision of the supreme 
court on the eight hour law. 
This question will no longer 
be a source of controversy between mine owners and em­ 
ployes. 
The decision settles the points in dispute definitely 
and finally so long as the law remains as it now stands. 
The outcome shows how needless was the late strike, which 
was based on the contention that the eight hours meant from 
collar to collar of shaft. 
The dispute arose over a 'different 
interpretation of the law on the part of the mine owners and 
their employes. 
A stoppage of work in the shape of a walk­ 
out could not settle it, as a matter of fact did not settle any­ 
thing. 
It had to be referred for final adjustment to the 
courts. 
And 
now the court has spoken, and while the 
miners’ views are upheld as to the constitutionality of the 
statute, and on the application of the law to mill men, on the 
main question— that eight hours work meant that, number of 
hours in actual labor, regardless of the time consumad iu 
going to or returning from the place of activity, the mine 
owners interpretation is held to be correct. 
And the same 
conclusion might have been reached without the aid of the 
strike which was so unwisely precipitated as the result of 
outside intermeddling. 


San Francisco has, after three unsuccessful attempts, voted 
bonds to construct the Geary street railroad, to be run as a 
municipally owned street car line. 
The proponents of this 
fícheme are sanguine that a road of this kind can be suc­ 
cessfully operated by the city, and that It will prove a good 
investment from a financial point of view, and at the same 
time be a model road in every respect. 
The large majority 
cf thinking men, however, will be surprised if such roseate 
views are realized- 
It seems like a wild experiment at this 
time, and under the conditions which confront San Francisco 
after its terrible ordeal of quake and fire. 
The experiment 
will be watched with much intertst throughout the state. The 
record of municipally owned car lines is anything but in. 
dicative of success, and California’s metropolis is hardly a 
likely city to reverse the experience in other states. 
The bonds were saddled upon the city mainly by the non­ 
property owners. 
Other considerations besides the advisa­ 
bility of this venture upon municipal ownership played an 
important part in carrying the bonds. 
Every appeal vas 
made to prejudice and malice to vote for the bonds. 
It is 
quite 
probable that years will elapse before the line is 
operated by the city. 
It is more likely to be leased to others 
than operated by the municipality, San Francisco seems de­ 
termined to go the limit in piling up a public debt. 
It has 
got the fever bad. 


The question of a county high school for Amador is beiug 
seriously talked of throughout the county. 
This county 
night to have a first-class county high school. 
It is able to 
support such an institution, certainly uot in a position to 
maintain more than one. 
The tax for a county school would 
aot be burdensome, as it would iuclude all the taxable pro 
perty of the county. 
The cost of maintaining such a school 
s estimated at $5000 per year, which would involve a tax of 
l^bout 10 ceuton each $100. 
The number of children going 
;o'outside institutions for a finish to their education should 
itrongjy appeal to the citizens that it is about time to get iu 
line with other communities in this matter of providing for 
higher educatiou than that furnished by the common schools

H ow to Prevent Them 
After Being 
Burned or W ounded. 
Soars nro nut Inly the result of care­ 
less treatment, nutl once formed there 
are no Instructions to lie given to the 
am ateur for their rem oval. 
A good 
surgeon will lie able a t least to restore 
a moderate amount of sightliness, even 
thoufsh lie cannot w holly eradicate the 
scni. 
Hut when n wound has been re­ 
ceived. if It la likely to leave a sear and 
one cannot strictly adhere lo nil given 
rules and advice. It should at once be 
put under the care o f a skillful sur­ 
geon. 
If lie Is nil that Is desired, there 
w ill he scarcely a tnnrk to tell uf the 
accident unless the w ound is unusual­ 
ly deep. 
Care must be taken not to 
draw the edges of the surrounding tis­ 
sues out of shape. 
W hen the wound 
is dressed It positively m iist be bathed 
and the raw and bleeding edges should 
be cleansed from nil particles of dust 
and dirt or any foreign matter, says 
the Brooklyn Eagle. 
The reason (hat oily and creamy 
rem edies are used is th at any applica­ 
tion that is of a greasy nature soothes 
the surrounding tender cuticle. Masks 
and bandages exclude th e air and pro­ 
tect the wound from drying too quick­ 
ly. 
If this should happen, it tuny be 
noticed that the skin becom es dry and 
shriveled, surely resulting In a scar, 
how ever small. 
If the skin is kept 
so ft and elastic it stan d s to reason 
that those disfiguring contractions will 
to a certain extent lose som ething of 
their Tension and in that w ay become 
less noticeable. Even a fter tlie wound 
has apparently healed and all band­ 
ages may bo removed a soothing lo­ 
tion should he used quite frequently, 
about three or four tim es daily, and 
plentifully at night, especially If the 
unfortunate oue lias received burns 
upon the face, arms or hands, because 
upon the exposed parts o f the body 
the scar would lie more noticeable and 
unsightly. 
A lotion which Is very soothing and 
m ay be used for such purpose is com­ 
posed of four ounces o f filtered rnin- 
w ater or rosewater and one dram of 
rectified spirits, oue dram of tannin 
and tw o drams of glycerin. 
Agitate 
thoroughly and apply. 
One will be 
thoroughly rewarded for patience and 
persistence 
in 
using 
th ese 
applica­ 
tions. especially after a severe burn, 
a s then the tissues w ill have been 
deprived of their fatty substance by 
the extrem e heat and w ill need nour­ 
ishm ent. 


How to Slip Rubber Plants. 
W hen a rubber plant has grown too 
large to be convenient it can be slipped 
and the slips planted, and they should 
then grow into fine, healthy plants. 
Som e persons use earth for the slip­ 
pin g process, but a fam ous florist says 
th at for those who live in a city or 
tow n the sponge method is better. 
A 
large sponge of the very cheapest 
qu ality can be bought and cut into 
sm all pieces, or the bits o f sponge one 
can get as cheap as 5 and 10 cents 
w ill do equally well. 
N ext one must 
g e t young, healthy shoots and up near 
th e tip of the tree make an incision in 
th e stalk, not cutt'ug it the w hole way 
through. 
The fin e or skin should be 
in tact. 
Then the sponge should be 
w e t and tied over the incision. 
This 
m ust be kept moist constantly. 
In a 
short tim e little hairlike roots will be 
throw n out of the sponge, and when 
th ese look fairly strong the branch 
should be severed below the sponge 
and the new plant potted, sponge and 
all. 
A shady place at first and after­ 
w ard a sunny one w ill b est suit the 
you ng plants. 


How to Keep Silverware Bright. 
H ere is a good hom em ade liquid for 
keeping silver cleaD. 
It is a great help 
to every oue who has tried it: 
M ake a strong alum w ater and skim 
off all the particles that w ill uot dis­ 
solve. 
To this add shavin gs of pure 
w h ite soap. 
Let them dissolve and 
bottle it. 
After the silv er has been 
cleaned with whitening or any other 
soap or liquid that com es for that pur­ 
pose rub each piece w ith a clean bit 
o f cheesecloth soaked w ith this alum 
w ater. 
It adds luster and keeps the 
silv er clean for quite som e tim e. 
If it 
is found that any silver spoon or cup 
has been stained by m edicine or egg, 
dip a cloth in sulphuric acid, rub the 
stained part until it disappears, then 
w ash the piece in soup and water.

"Before proceeding to s consideration 
of the 
particular points

connection, it may 
be 
well to briefly 


state the basis of the decision inHolden 
vs, Hardy, since in our opinion, 
the

far 
towards 


answering the main objections predicated 
upon the state constitution. 
The right 


on the part of the state 
to restrict the 


freedom of citizens 
to make 
contracts 


concerning their callings|in 
occupations 


was then upheld with respect 
to the 


particular callings covered by the Utah 
statute, i. c., mining and 
working in 


smelting and reduction works, upon 
the 


ground that the restriction in question 
was 
a 
proper exercise 
of the 
police 


power 
for 
the 
preservation 
of 
the 


public health. 


The ground of attack' usually advanced 


in cases of this character, is namely, that 
the statute 
in conflict with the guaran- 


tees of the 14th amendiuent to the con- 
stitution of the United States is not here 
urged. 
Indeed, such contention is hard- 


ly open to the petition in view of the 
decision in Holden vs Hardy, 196 U. S. 
366, 
where the. Supreme 
court of the 


United 
States decided that a statute 
of 


Utah substantially indentical in its main 
features 
with the one before 
us did 


not deprive persons affeted 
by it of any 


right conferred 
by the federal 
constitu- 


tion. 
Conceding the binding 
force of 


that decision as 
an adjudication 
of all 


federal questions involved, the petitioner 
here bases his claim to immunity from 
prosecution upon certain 
provisions 
of 


the constitution of this 
state. 


The court says : "Itis not questioned 


by the 
petitioner 
that 
the 
complaint 


which furnishes the basis for his arrest 
stated a violation of the 
terms 
of the 


act. 
His position is, however, that the 


act is void as being in contravention 
of 


constitutional povisions. 


There is a 
provision 
or emergency

from their ores (Standard 
Die). 
" A quartz mill comes as clearly within 
the meaning of the phrase as a smelter. 
We cannot agree to the proposition 
that 


the insertion of the word smelter at 
the 


beginning of the 
phrase 
used 
in the 


statue, brings it withinthe rule noscitur 
a socils, so as to confine the application 
of the statue to institutions wherein ores 
are reduced by smelting. 


The only argument 
in 
favor of the 


writ not answered 
in the opinions in 


the other two cases are, 
first, that 
the 


millin question is working free milling 
ore, and the metal is extracted solely by 
the process of pulverizing and washing, 
which, itis claimed, 
is not 
embraced 


within the phrase smelters and other in- 
stitutions for the reduction or refining 
of ores or metals, contained 
in the 
act, 


and. 
second, 
that 
the 
occupation 
of 


laboring in a quartz millof this kind is 
not sufficiently injurious to health 
to 


bring it within the scope of the 
police 


power. 


We think that the petitioner's conten- 


tion that (he violation of the act as here 
charged is correct 
and 
should 
be sus- 


tained 
The act provides that the period 


of employment of persons employed, or 
engaged in.work inunderground 
mines, 


etc., shall not exceed eight hours in any 
twenty-four hours. 
The purpose 
of the 


act is, as has been 
pointed out 
<n the 


opinion in Crim. No. 39, the protection 
of the health of men 
working inunder- 


ground 
mines. 
The 
injury to health 


which seems to.have been 
apprehended 


is that which would ,be 
encountered 
by 


one subjected 
to the strain of perform- 


ing manual labor under detrimental con- 
ditions. 
Giving to the words- of the act 


their ordinary and reasonable 
meaning, 


the limitationof time is to be construed 
as referring to the time when men 
are 


actually engaged in work., not when they 
are going to or from their work. 
There 


is nothing in the 
language 
of the act 


which would justify a more restricted 
interpretation. 
Justice Shaw renders the opinion in the 
third case as follows: 
"This case is submitted upon the 'same 
briefs and at the same time as 
the two 


cases numbered 
1539 
and 
1540. 
The 


only point wherein it differs 
from the 


the other two cases. is that in this case 
the petitioner was charged 
with having 


commanded a workman 
to work more 


than eight hours in one day upon a mill. 


The present proceeding presents 
solely 


a question of a construction. 
The peti- 


tioner is charged in the complaint 
with 


having required a miner to work eight 
fullconsecutive 
hours at the 
face of a 


drift ina mine in addition to the time 
necessarily 
occupied tin traversing 
the 


shafts, underground drifts and 
tunnels, 


between the surface of the mine and the 
face of the drift. 
The time so occupied 


in going to and from tlje place of 
work 


was an excess of thirty minutes. 


In the second 
case, 
the 
court 
opin- 


ion also 
written by Sloss [says :• Ttfe 


validityof the act as a 
whole 
was con- 


sidered 
and upheld in the 
foregoing 


case." 


The opinion was '.written -by Justice 


Sloss and concurred by Justices 
Shaw, 


Angelotti, Lorigan, Mclvin and Hen- 
shaw. 


Upon the whole case, we are satisfied 


that the act Is a valid exercise of the 
legislative power and that the petitioner 
is properly held. It is ordered that the 
writbe dismissed and the petitioner re- 
manded to the custody of the constable. 


Petitioner attacks the provisions of the 


act that the hours of employmnet 
shall 


be consecutive. 
This is a question 
of 


of legislative policy with which the 
courts have no concern. 


Whether these other occupations present 
the same dangers to health as those 
in- 


volved in mining etc. 
is primarily a 


question 
for the legislature. 
The se- 


lcetion of the business requiring regula- 
tion is confided to the legislative discre- 
tion and this discretion is not subject to 
judicial review, unless 
it clearly ap- 


pears to have been exercised arbitrarily 
and without any show of good reason. 


Itis argued by the appellant 
that the 


act is special because it does not include 
in its scope many occupation 
other than 
mining which are 
equally dangerous 
to 


the health of those 
engaged in them. 


Ex parte Boyce 27 Nev. 209;ex parte 


Kait, Nev. 80 Pas; 403; state vs. Can- 
well70 No. 2115. 
V.W 


The appellant relies 
with great 
con- 


fidence upon 
the decision of the 
su- 


preme court of Colorado, in re Morgan, 
58 Pac. 171. In that case it was held 
that an act 
similar to the one under 


consideration 
was unconstitutional, 
this 


conclusion being baesd upon the ground 
among others 
that the law was 
class 


legislation. 
We have not access 
to the 


constitution 
of Colorado, and are not in- 


formed of its precise 
terms 
regarding 


general and special legislation.- 
It may 


be observed, 
however, that some of the 


grounds relied on by the Colorado court 
for its decision are clearly in conflict 
witli the views of the supreme 
court of 


the United States in the Holden 
case. 


In other 
states 
having 
constitutional 


provisions directed against 
the passing 


of special 
laws, 
legislation of this 


character has been upheld. 


The classification 
created for the 
pur- 


pose of legislation must of course 
be a 


reasonable one. 
But in view of the de- 


cision in Holden vs. Hardy, based as it 
was upon the fact that the 
occupations 


covered by this act 
were so peculiarly 


dangerous as to justify special 
regula- 


tion, how can it be said that the legis- 
lature in selecting these occupations and 
applying to them provisions designed 
to 


protect the health of those 
engaged 
in 


them was making a class of persons 
ar- 


bitrarily selected from the general body 
of those who stand in precisely the same 
relatibn to the subject of the law. 
rThe 


very grounds 
which led the supreme 


court of 
the United States 
to hold that 


the Utah 
statute 
did not deprive and 


person of life, liberty or property 
with- 


out due process of law requires the con- 
clusion that 
the 
legislation 
was 
not 


special within the meaning of our state 
constitution. 


Abell vs. Clark; 8 Cal. 226. 


These 
various 
specifications 
are in 


effect directed to the same point, namely 
that the law arbitrarily acts 
in 
its 


operation against a special class of per- 
sons. 
It is, of course, 
unnecessary 
to 


cite any authorities 
in support of the 


proposition that 
a law is not special 


or lacking in uniformity merely because 
it does not apply to all persons 
within 


the state. 
An act to be general 
in its 


scope need 
not include all classes 
of 


individuals in the state; it answers 
the 


constitutional requirements ifit relates 
to and 
operates 
uniformly 
upon 
the 


whole of any single class. 


And this brings us to the petitioners' 


contention that the act is violative of 
the. provisions ofjthe. state constitution 
respecting 
special 
legislation. 
It 
is 


contended 
that 
the 
act violates 
sub- 


division 2 of sec. 
25 of article 4 in that 
itis a special law- for. the punishment 
of a crime or misdemeanor 
created 
by 


said act; that it violates 
section 
21 of 


article in that it grants 
to citizens or 


classes 
of citizens privileges or im- 


munities which are not upon 
the same 


terms granted 
to all' citizens; 
that it 


violates section 11 of article 1 as 
not 


being of uniform operation.. 


It follows, from a comparison of these 


two decisions, 
that 
in 
determining 


whether an 
act limiting the hours 
of 


labor in any occupation is in violation 
of the federal constitution, the primary 
consideration 
is 
whether 
or not 
the 


occupation 
possesses 
such characteris- 


tics of danger 
to the 
health 
of those 


engaged in it as to justify the legislature 
inconcluding 
that the 
welfare of the 


community demands 
a restriction. 
.„.' 


The limitations of the 
doctrine 
are 


wellIllustrated by the 
subsequent 
de- 


cision in Lochner vs. 
New 
York, 198. 


U. S. 54, in which the court, reversing 
the decision of the court of appeals 
of 


New 


1 York In People 
vs. Lochner, 
177 


N. Y. 1455, 
declared 
invalid a 
law 


limiting the hours of labor 
of bakers. 


The real ground for that decision is 
we 


think to be found in the 
following ex- 


tract from the opinion JJof Mr Justice 
Peckham: l"We think that there can be 
no fair doubt that the trade of a baker 
in and of itself is not an unhealthy one, 
to that degree 
which 
would authorize 


the legislature 
to interfere 
with 
the 
right of labor, 
and 
with the right of 


free contract. •** 


"The right to limit the hours of labor 


generally was 
not Involved In Holden 


vs. Hardy. 
No such right was asserted. 


It was however decided 
that 
the parti- 


cular 
occupations 
affected 
by the 
act 


possessed 
such elements of danger 
and 


risk to the employe that 
the legislature 


might reasonably 
conclude that in such 


occupations a restriction of the time of 
labor was necessary 
for the protection of 


those engaged in such labor.

nre not grown aa much ns they should 
be. 
Amateurs

Any 'swampy 
or boggy 
ground 
can 


easily, be converted

garden..' Flowering shrubs, 
trees and

will grow luxuriantly near

When you decide on the loca- 


tion of your pond, which should be at 
the 
lowest point|of the 
garden,

tion at 
the 
Technical 
high school 
of 


Charlottcnburg, 
Prof. Oswald 
Flamm 


used a simple testing apparatus, 
consist 


ing of a glass tank about 3i feet long by 
2>2 feet wide and deep, over which runs 
on a railing a small car, which Is at- 
tached to an electrlcally-drivcn propeller 
immersed in the water. 
A cord passing 


from the car over a pulley suspends 
a 


cup for weights, givinga means of mea- 
suring the push 
of a propeller. 
Two 


powerful electric ears at one side of the 
tank 
send their rays 
through 
the wnjcr 


to a camera on the opposite 
side, and 


make it possible to obtain perfect photo- 
graphs in one-thousandth 
of a second. 


The propellers tried were somewhat less 
than four inches in diameter, 
14 differ- 


ent patterns-including all standard types 
•having been tested. 
With the apparatus 


described the propellers were studied in 
action,and it was shown— contrary to old 
theory— that a screw at high speed does 
not lose efficiency through "cavitation," 
or the forming of a vacuum behind the 
blades, and also that the push is not in- 
creased by inclosing the propeller in a 
tube to prevent 
escape 
of water at the 


sides. 
Propeller efficiency seems 
to be 


based on a sucking action. 
The retard- 


ing attributed to "cavitation" 
is really 


due 
to air sucked down, and remedies 


are placing the propeller deeper and giv- 
ing the vessel's 
stern a long protective 


overhang. 
From his tesis and photo- 


graphs Prof. Flamm has designed a very 
efficient screw with increasing pitch and
